WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Pres- 
ident Truman asserted late yes- 
terday that no commitment had 
been made to Britain for the 
sending of American troops any- 
where in the world. ; 

The President was replying in- 
formally to a resolution adopted 
yesterday by the House by an 
unexpected 189 to 143 vote “di- 
recting” Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson to reveal “full informa- 
tion” as to whether Truman had 
made any secret military com- 
mitments to British Prime Min- 
ister Churchill during their con- 
ferences here in January. 

Earlier, at his press confer- 
ence, Truman had declined to 
comment on the House resolu- 
tion, giving the usual explana- 
tion that it had not. reached his 
desk. 

Pressed by Reporter. 

Undeterred by this diplomatic 
evasion, Richard L. Wilson, chief 
Washington correspondent of the 
Des Moines Register and the 
Minneapolis Tribune, asked: 

“Have any commitments been 
made to Great Britain on senéing 
troops anywhere?” 

Again the President replied, 
no comment. 

After the conference, however, 
Truman walked over to the front 
row of reporters where Wilson 
and several others were standing. 
In a low voice, he ¢aid he wanted

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
The Senate gets a Universal Mili- 
tary Training bill today with a 
built-in provision designed to cut 
down the size and cost of the reg- 
ular armed forces. 

Chairman Russel] (Dem.), Gee:- 
gia, reported a 12 fo 0 favorable 
vote by the 13-member Armed 
Services Committee for the 
measure late yesterday. He ex- 
pected to make it unanimous to- 
day by getting the proxy of Sen- 
ator Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee, 
co-sponsor of U.M.T., who is 
campaigning in New England for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. 

Russell was to send the con- 
troversial measure to the Senate 
during the day along with a de- 
tailed report explaining its pro- 
visions. 

“Before Year Ends.” 

“I hope to see actual training 
get under way before this year 
ends,” Russell told a reporter. 
“This is completely workable and 
fair legislation. It should make 
a great contribution to the de- 
fense of the country and to the 
solvency of this nation.” 

House debate on a _ similar 
measure is expected to begin 
Tuesday. 

Powerful opposition to the pro- 
gram of six months’ basic train- 
ing for 18-year-olds is being built 
up in Congress by leaders of 
farm, labor, educational and 
Protestant church groups. 

Unless the House runs into 
long delays in passing its bill, 
Russell said the Senate probably 
will hold off until action is com- 
‘pleted there.

DENVER, Feb. 21 (AP) — A 
strike in the oil industry, 
promised to hit “where it hurts,” 
was called last night for March 3. 
“We're going to hit where it 
hurts,” declared O. A. (Jack) 
Knight, president of the CIO Oil 
Workers International Union, one 
of the 22 unions which are join- 
ing together in the strike. 
Knight and the other members 
of the strike committee refused 
to reveal where the strikes, in 
support of a demand for a 25- 
cent-an-hour pay increase, will 
be called. 

Pay scales average $2.10 an 
hour. Most companies have of- 
fered increases of 10 cents an 
hour. 

“The time is 12:01 a.m. local 
time. 

“We've got approval .of the 
strike from enough men to make 
it effective and we're not going 
to tell the oil companies where 
we are going to hit,” said J. J. 
McKenna, Whiting, Ind., who rep- 
resents ‘the independent unions 
on the strike committee. 

Just how much the strike might 
cut down gasoliné and oil produc- 
tion was unknown. 

Nor would anyone say for sure 
how long it would be before a 
shortage of gasoline would ap- 
pear. 

“We can say that there will be 
enough for hospitals, police cars 
and such becayse we'll arrange 
that,” said Knight. 

The extent of the strike will 
not be known until some 24 hours 
before the men are called out. 


A spokesman for Standard Oil 
Co. (N.J.), which has more than 


than 10,000 police were mobilized 
on an emergency alert in Tokyo 
tonight after - co-ordinated Com- 
munist riots here and in other 
cities.

Speaking in broken English, 
Molina told the three-man fact- 
finding board he rushed to the 
bridge and informed Capt. F. C. 
Paetzel of the mishap. He said 
Capt. Paetzel pushed him out of 
the room and “told me it was 
none of my business.” 

Then, Molina said, he ran back 
to the crew’s mess in the stern 
and told the men to put on life 
preservers because “the ship is 
coming apart.”

PRO-WESTERN PARTY 
WINS BIG LEAD 
IN LIBYAN HOUSE 


TRIPOLI, Feb. 21 (AP)—The 
pro-Western Independence party 
won a commanding majority today 
in the Libyan House of Represen- 
tatives on the basis of official but 
incomplete returns from the new 
kingdom's first national election. 

Results from 46 of the coun- 
try’s 55 constituencies gave the 
Independence faction 37 seats to 
seven for the Congress party, 
which opposes the present gov- 
ernment and wants to drive the 
Americans, French and British 
from their military bases.

Crewmen of the Pendleton told 
an inquiry board yesterday that 
in several respects its equipment 
was in poor order.. Both halves 
of the Pendleton are aground. 

The bow section of the Fort 
Mercer was sunk by Coast Guard 
gunfire last night to eliminate 
“a menace to navigation.”

Trial of Samuel Robert Reese 
on a charge that he murdered 
John E. Krieger, rcom clerk, in 
a holdup at the Windsor Hotel, 
4209 Lindell boulevard, went into 
its fourth day today with con- 
tinuing testimony bearing on 
Reese’s confessions to police. 

Bennett Crump, Negro elevator. 
Operator at the hotel, who was 
wounded at the time Krieger was 
shot to death, was placed on the 
stand as a prosecution witness 
yesterday by First Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd. 

Crump testified that police 
brought Reese before him while 
he was under treatment at St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, four days after 
the murder, and asked Reese: 
“Who shot Krieger?” 


Reese's reply, Crump said, was: 
“TI did.” 

Defense counsel made a vigor- 
ous attempt to prevent admission 


of Crump’s testimony on this | 


point as evidence, contending 
that Reese’s 


statement was not 
voluntary. 


Circuit Judge Robert L. Aron- 
gon then excused the jury and, 
after four hours’ argument, ruled 
Crump’s statement admissible. 
He said that the defense had 
failed to show that Reese had 
been promised immunity or that 
he had been beaten. 

As Dowd undertook to estab- 
lish the state’s claim that Reese 
is an habitual criminal, defense 
counsel consented to let the trial 
record show that the defendant 
had served terms at Algoa Inter- 
mediate Reformatory and at Mis- 
souri Penitentiary for assault 
with intent to rob.

1, Casey testified that one of 
the tanker deals, on which he and 
his associates made $450,000 on a 
$1000 investment, was worked out 
in the New York office of Hous- 
ton H. Wasson, law partner of 
Newbold Morris, now a special 
assistant attorney general charged 
i the President with investigat- 


Morris had shared in more than 
$120,000 in legal fees paid to the 
firm by the United Tanker Corp., 
which bought the tankers from 
the Casey group. The stock of 
United Tanker is now owned by 
the -China International Founda- 
tion, of which Morris is president 
and Wasson secretary-treasurer.

operator, who acted as go-between 
in the deal and who has been 
quoted as describing the $450,000 
payment to the Casey group as a 
“present.” 

2. Casey admitted that he had 
not made a “full and frank” dis- 
closure to the Maritime Commis- 
sion in a letter written Feb. 2, 
1948, denying that his group had 
any intention of selling three 
tankers.‘ He admitted that he had 
signed Jan. 24 an “irrevocable 
option” to sell the stock in the 
company which owned the tank- 
ers, and nothing else, to the Unit- 
ed Tanker Corp. 

Casey explained that he had 
arranged the deal with V. Adm. 
William W. Smith, then chair- 
man of the commission, and other 
commissioners and did not want 
to disclose it in writing to “sub- 
ordinates” in the commission for 
fear they would try to delay or 
‘upset the transaction. He charged 
that “subordinates” had tried to 
block his group from getting 


tankers. 
a nee at Top Level.” 
“In other words the deal was 
arranged at the top level and 
you didn’t want the details known 
at the lower levels?” Senator 
Richard M. Nixon (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, asked. 
“That’s right,” Casey replied. 
Casey testified that Julius C. 
Holmes, one of his associates and 
now American minister at Lon- 
don, had verbally explained the 
deal to Adm. Smith. Holmes, in 
an affidavit read at the hearing, 
disclosed that Morris had also 
explained the transaction to Adm. 
Smith on behalf of United Tanker. 
Casey said Adm. Smith and 
other maritime commissioners 
were aware that United Tanker 
was financed by funds of Chinese 
Nationals, but did not bar the 
transfer of the tankers to United 
Tanker on the ground that the 
maritime laws require that con- 
trol of such ships remain in the 
hands of American citizens. 


Doubts Formal Approval. 


3. Casey also testified that it 
was his “theory” that the Mari- 
time Commission never did for- 
mally approve an amendment to 
his group’s application which 
made sale of the tankers to Unit- 
ed Tanker possible, although the 
minutes of a commission meeting 
indicate this. The witness theo- 
rized that Adm. Smith simply tele- 
phoned two other members of the 
five-man commission and got their 
approval and then ordered the 
commission secretary to enter the

of the season. 

Meatless meals can be inter- 
esting as well as nutritious but 
some thought must go into the 
planning. Attention must be 
given to food combinations if tne 
dairy proteins, fish and eggs are 
to let the family enjoy them as 
they do meat dishes. You will 
find that the protein foods will 
help your budget and with a few 
suggestions you should have little 
trouble in. keeping the family 
hapy despite the restrictions. 


Here are some main dishes 
about which you can build your 
Lenten meals: 

Deviled Eggs With Shrimp on Rice 

One-eighth teaspoon dry mus- 
tard. Dash of pepper. 

One and a third cups packaged 
pre-cooked rice. 

Six hard-cooked eggs. 

Three tablespoons mayonnaise. 
Four teaspoons vinegar. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon dry must- 
ard. Dash of pepper. 

. One cup cooked fresn or 
canned shrimp, nrained and cut 
in pieces. ' 

. 1 and third cups packaged pre- 
cooked rice. 

One and half cups water. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

Two cups top milk. 

One and half teapsoons grated 
onion. 

One teaspoon curry powder. 

Cut eggs in half. Remove 
yolks and force through a sieve; 
add mayonnaise, vinegar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, mustard, 
and pepper; mix well. Add 
shrimp and fill egg whites with 
mixture. Set aside. 

Combine rice, water and salt in 
saucevan. Mix just until all rice 
is moistened. Bring quickly to a 
boil over high heat, uncovered, 
fluffing rice gently once or twice 
with a fork. (Do not stir.) Cover 
and remove from heat. Let stand 
10 minutes. 

Meanwhile, melt butter in 
saucepan. Add flour and stir un- 
til blended. Then add liquid grad- 
ually, stirring constantly. Add 
onion and curry powder. Cook 
and stir until sauce is smooth 
and thickened.

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Million-Acre Irrigation Project 
Gives Sudanese Tenant Farmers 
Prosperity Above Arab Average 


Profit - Sharing Partnership Applies Socialis- 
tic Principles Without Removing Incen- 
tives — Nationalization Drives British 
From Scheme They Pioneered.

KHARTOUM. 


VAST green splash on the brown plain south of here marks the 

Gezira irrigation project. This man-made, million-acre oasis is 

the economic heart of the Sudan. It is also the site of an inter- 
esting experiment in agrarian reform. 


A visit to the Gezira project is 
recommended to the jaded 
server seeking some sign of en- 
couragement in the general pat- 
tern of poverty in the Arab East. 
In the Gezira he will find tenant 
farmers enjoying a measure of 
prosperity far above the Middle 
Eastern average. 


The present good fortune of 
the Gezira people stems mainly 
from the high price of cotton. 
Some credit must go also to the 
unique profit-sharing partnership 
existing between the tenants and 
the Sudan government. Here So- 
cialist principles have been ap- 
plied without removing individual 
incentive, Though the scheme is 
no panacea, it does contain novel 
features worthy of wider atten- 
tion in an era when men are try- 
ing to find ways of improving the 
a of underprivileged peo- 
ples. 


Flat, Monotonous Plain. 


In the Gezira, a million acres 
of marginal farmland have been 
made richly productive by the 
canalized waters of the Blue Nile. 
There's nothing beautiful about 
the landscape. The flat plain 
stretches with dull monotony as 
far as the eye can see. Even a 
camel's hump is a. relief. The 
whdle area is crisscrossed by 
roads and canals and is subdivid- 
ed into 40-acre farms. Each peas- 
ant holding looks almost exactly 
like the next—with its patch of 
cotton, its block of grain and its 
squares of fallow land. 


The Gezira scheme is not new. 
Pioneered in 1910 by a British 
company—The Sudan Plantations 
Syndicate—it has been growing 
ever since, Completion of the 
Sennar dam in 1925 got the proj- 
ect off to its real start. This 
barrier, 1.8 miles long, diverts 
the waters of the Blue Nile into 
an intricate system of canals and 
ditches with a total length of 
more than 2000 miles. 

Project Nationalized. 

In the beginning, the Gezira 
acheme was a three-way partner- 
ship among the Sudan govern- 
ment, the British concession 


companies and the tenants. But 


ob- |in 1950 the concession was ter- 
minated 


and the Sudan govern- 
ment nationalized the project by 
taking over the 20 per cent share 
held by British investors. 


. The scheme has curious fea- 
tures. For one thing, the use of 
the land is nationalized, but not 
its ownership. From the start, all 
land needed for the project has | 
been acquired under a compul- 
sory leasing arrangement. The 
landlords receive a nominal rental 
of 10 piastres (about 30 cents) an 
acre annually, which is paid by 
the government. Once his d 
has been taken over, the owner 
loses all control over its use. 


The tenancies are allotted on a 
year-to-year basis. As a general 
rule, 10 acres of each holding 
must be planted in cotton. The 
cotton crop is ‘sold through of- 
ficial channels at world prices. 
The proceeds are then split three 
ways—40 per cent to the Sudan 
government, 40 per cent to the 
tenant and 20 per cent to the gov- 
ernment-controlled Gezira board, 
which manages the project. Pro- 
ceeds from other crops—usually 
sorghum, beans, durra, peanuts or 
corn—go into the pocket of the 
cultivator. 

Surplus for Government. 


Virtually the entire cost of 
maintaining and administering the 
Gezira project, down to the ten- 
ant level, is borne by the Sudan 
government. But profits from 
the Gezira scheme have provided 
a tidy budget surplus for the gov- 
ernment in recent years. Much 
of this windfall is being spent on 
new development schemes, for 
the country’s general good. 


It will be interesting to see 
whether the Gezira scheme will 
work as well under an _ all- 
Sudanese management as it has 
worked under British direction. 
Much of the land in the project 
is still owned by Sudanese land- 
lords, who are dissatisfied with 
the small rental they are receiv- 
ing. They may become a source 


of trouble as remaining British 
controls are removed.

T dinner with Gov. J. Bracken Lee, the subject of Government 
I thought I had said some rather strong 
things about certain forms of Government waste but found I 


was mild compared with the new Republican governor of Utah. 


The Governor claimed that Gov- 
ernment spending was “creeping 
socialism,” the ruination of the 
nation, and that practically all 
spending should be curtailed by 
Washington. 

I tried to point out that cer- 
tain states and even big business 
might squawk to high heaven if 
“creeping socialism” was stopped, 
but the Governor is an energetic 
talker, and I fear I was net too 
convincing. 

Later I did some research on 


“creeping socialism” and its bene- | 


fits to certain states and business 
groups. Here are the results: 
- a . 

UTAH’S BIGGEST BOON— 
Biggest boon to Utah has been 
the operation of a steel mill at 
Geneva. Gov. Lee told me this 
greatly increased the population 
of Salt Lake City and the sur- 
rounding area and contributed 
generously to local prosperity. 

The United States Steel Cor- 
poration at first opposed the pro- 
duction of steel in Utah. Judge 
Elbert Gary, former head of 
United States Steel, scoffed at 
the idea when I interviewed him 
many years ago, and his succes- 
sors continued to scoff, even after 
Pearl Harbor. In fact, they were 
so opposed to western steel pro- 
duction that the Federal Govern- 
ment had to take the initiative 
itself for the Geneva plant. 

Uncle Sam took all the risk and 


successful, then United States 
Steel, supported by some astute 
lobbying by Ex-Gov. Herbert Maw 
of Utah and Ex-Senator Abe Mur- 
doch, got the Federal Govern- 
ment to sell the Geneva plant 
to United States Steel for about 


On top of this they get the 
advantage of 70,000 miles of air 
lanes serviced by radio range sta- 
tions, beacons and traffic con- 
trols, all paid for by the Federal 
Government. The railroads have 
to pay for their own signals, tele- 
graph and upkeep of their tracks, 
while the airlines get like serv- 
ices free. In addition, the air- 
planes get the use of airports, 
usually supplied by municipali- 
ties, tax-free. Railroads pay taxes 
on their property.

In East Reich Linked to Drive for 
Fullest Economic Exploitation 


Mollifying Public Is Only Hope to Secure 50 
Per Cent Output Goal Set for Zone — 
Likened to 1921 “Breather’ Policy Used 
to Entrench Dictatorship.

ARLY in the history of the Soviet Union the Communists found 


they had gone too far and too 


fast toward the economic utopia 


they thought they had conceived. 

The result, in 1921, was the “New Economic Policy,” or NEP, a 
sudden relaxation of economic pressures, a breather for middle-class 
business and farming which was to last in varying, degrees for seven 


or eight years. 

Significantly, the period was 
only a “breather.” It was used 
to shore up the Communists’ po- 
litical control and to complete 
the dictatorship of Stalin. Once 
the. party felt itself sufficiently 
strong, it proceeded ruthlessly to 
remove the last vestiges of pri- 
vate business and agriculture. 


Something very similar now is 
occurring in the most unstable of 
the Soviet’s European satellites— 
the occupied zone of Eastern Ger- 
many—except that it is occurring 
with a curious reverse twist. 

On the surface, at least, po- 
litical controls ever the 18,000,- 
000 who live there are being con- 
siderably relaxed to maintain the 
primary economic goal—the ex- 
ploitation of the area to the full- 
est by the Soviets themselves. 


“Radicals” Sold Down the River. 


The decision speaks volumes 
about the urgency of Soviet eco- 
nomic mobilization, and about 
the mounting internal tensions 
that accompany it. For the time 
being the party “radicals” in 
Eastern Germany are being sold 
cynically down the river. 

An additional factor is the 
effort of the Soviets to avoid 
any action which might frighten 
or speed Western Germany into 
a firm alliance with the Western 
world, but this seems still to be 
secondary. The Soviets are get- 
ting what they can while they 


can. 

The political “retreat” has 
produced a steady and fantastic 
flow of “self-criticism,” of public 
apology and penance by Eastern 
German officials for their errors 
and mistakes. It is designed to 
reassure non-Communists, farm- 
ers and private business .men 
where they still exist. 

It has ripped up factory man- 
agers, governmcnt ministers, la- 
unions, even the previously 
untouchable police. While it

Labor Unions Hit First. 

The lightning struck first at la- 
bor unions and local governments 
who were accused of mistreating 
the temporarily hallowed “intelli- 
gentsia.” -In plain language, this 
means that the locals had been 
kicking around the doctors, law- 
yers, engineers and other tech- 
nicians, hampering their work, in- 
sisting that they join the party 
and being otherwise unpleasant.

Open Door Policy at Police Dept. 

A disastrous shakeup of the St. Louis Police 
Department was averted at last Friday's history- 
making Police Board meeting when the Reidy- 
Chureh-Ostertag clique could not stand the light 
of day. ; 

Had the board followed its eustomary practice 
and gathered privately behind the elosed door 
of its headquarters conference room, Mr. Reidy 
and his two followers might have put over their 
ominous plan with little difficulty. 

Fortunately Board President Maurice G. Rob- 
erts anticipated just such a possibility. He and 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, ex-officio member, 
clearly were in the minority and would have 
been helpless without the pressure of public 
opinion. In the people's interest, therefore, Mr. 
Roberts declared the meeting open. Civic lead- 
ers, citizens, reporters and the revealing TV 
cameras moved in. That was all it took. 

The lesson of last Friday is plain. The Police 
Board’s business is the public’s business. Let 
the board’s door stand open to the public, as do 
those of the Board of Aldermen and the Board 
of Education. 

This does not mean that every committee 
must meet in public or that all of every meet- 
ing necessarily should be open. There are times 
when a committee of Congress holds an execu- 
tive session and with good cause. But the rule 
is to meet in public and to hold the executive 
session only rarely. 

That would be a sound policy for the Police 
Board. 
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Looking Over a Gerrymander 

The Missouri Supreme Court has flashed a 
“stop” signal at the St. Louis Election Board. It 
has decided to hear two suits attacking the 
board's gerrymandered state senatorial redis- 
tricting of the city, and has temporarily barred 
the board from accepting filings from candi- 
dates in the districts. 

The court has acted with commendable speed, 
a consideration of the highest importance. For 
if the court makes its prohibition permanent, 
the Election Board must draw new districts in 
time to accept filings before the April 29 dead- 
line. Otherwise, candidates from the four odd- 
numbered districts will be forced to run at large. 

The issue before the court is clear and sim- 
ple: Has the Election Board followed the consti- 
tutional mandate to divide St. Louis “into dis- 
tricts of contiguous territory, as compact and 
nearly equal in population as may be?” 

If the answer is “No,” obviously the redis- 
tricting must fall. With the League of Women 
Voters and the St. Louis branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People, as well as the city central commit- 
tees of both political parties, we believe the only 
reasonable answer is “No” and that the gerry- 
mander must be nullified. 

For the facts are as clear as the issue—the 
new districts are neither compact nor as nearly 
equal in population as may be. The requirement. 
for compactness—districts of solid, dense and 
closely knit geographical shape—has been ig- 
nored. Instead the Election Board has produced 
a jig-ssaw of fish hooks, crooked fingers and 
broken glass. 

The requirement for districts as nearly equal 
in population as may be also has not been met. 
Population varies from a high of 132,750 in the 
new Seventh district to 110,000 in the new 
Fourth, thus defeating the very reason for the 
redistricting—to make a vote in one district 
worth as much as a vote in another. 

Even the requirement for districts of con- 
tiguous territory seems to have been passed up. 
The new Third district includes voting precincts 
separated from the body of its grotesque shape 
by Forest Park. In addition, as the N.A.A.C.P.'s 
petition points out, the Negro community is cut 
up among four districts, depriving it of any 
chance to elect a state senator of its own choos- 
ing. As it stands, the gerrymander benefits only

The court has acted with commendable speed, 
a consideration of the highest importance. For 
if the court makes its prohibition permanent, 
the Election Board must draw new districts in 
time to accept filings before the April 29 dead- 
line.

The issue before the court is clear and sim- 
ple: Has the Election Board followed the consti- 
tutional mandate to divide St. Louis “into dis- 
tricts of contiguous territory, as compact and 
nearly equal in population as may be?” 

If the answer is “No,” obviously the redis- 
tricting must fall. With the League of Women 
Voters and the St. Louis branch of the National

new districts are neither compact nor as nearly 
equal in population as may be.

Bitter Debate Stilled. 


As though in the final dis- 
charge of his obligation, the King 
died at a moment when the 
House of Commons was engaged 
in a bitter debate over foreign 
policy. That debate centered on 
the differences between Britain 
and the United States, with some 
Laborites seemingly eager to 
widen those differences. The ill 
feeling was spreading on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

When the debate is resumed 
some of the bitterness may have 
been drawn out of it. In the in- 
terval of pause the realization has 
grown both here and in Britain 
of the necessity to work to- 
gether for a common goal. 

Against the fearsome panorama 
of our time of troubles, this 
story may seem singularly unim- 
portant. But as an example of 
faith and courage and the 
strength of love and devotion it 
must surely have heartened mil- 
lions everywhere who are sick to

“Like a Dutch Uncle” 


HE significance of the allu- 
T sion to someone talking or 

acting “like a Dutch Uncle” 
requires no discussion—it is so 
familiar in connection with the 
stern disciplinarian, the bluntly 
articulate critic. To the corre- 
spondent who asks for its origin 
it must be said, unfortunately, 
that this is clouded in obscurity, 
but there is much that is interest- 
ing in the expression’s history, 
and in the environment to which 
the inquiry leads. 

The expression “Dutch Uncle” 
would seem to be one of a group 
of sayings including “Dutch 
treat,” and others such as “Dutch 
bargain“ and “Dutch comfort,” 
which dates back to the rivalry 
between England and Holland in 
the seventeenth century, when 
“Dutch” became a term of dis- 
paragement in English speech. 
For example, the saying “I’m a 
Dutchman if I do”’—the equiva- 
lent of the modern, “I’m a fool Jf 
I do that.” 

However, if “Dutch Uncle”. 


shares this origin, the relation- 
ship would hardly be closer than 
a cousinship! It seems to have 
appeared first on this side of the 
water, and not before the 1800s— 
and whether the straight-talking 
uncles who first inspired it were 
colonists of New Amsterdam or 
the sturdy Pennsylvania Dutch 
progenitors of future Americans, 
one cannot say. 

“Uncle” has something of a 
history of its own in this connec- 
tion—all the way back to ancient 
Rome. The poet, Horace, refers 
to the tongue-lashing of an uncle, 
and in one instance makes the 
saying definitive, in these words: 
“Don’t come the uncle over me.’

Changing Drawer Pulls

T’S all done with drawer pulls. 

The simplest, ready -to- paint 

chest is practical and nothing 
qore, or it’s a star in the room's 
decoration and the kind of pulls 
on the drawers can make the big 
difference. 


For this change-over, wooden 
molding by the foot becomes pull 
bars for the drawers. | 

Design the molding onto the 
chest so it covers the holes left 
by the old knobs.

DETROIT, Feb. 21. 

O Joseph Tuczak, a 38-year- 

old Detroit restaurateur, the 

remedy for today’s economic 
problems is simple and direct— 
just reduce all prices to 1939 
levels. 

If more conventional econo- 
mists object that this method is 
too simple, and therefore must 
have flaws, Tuczak has a simple 
and direct answer. He has tried 
it and it works. 

It works so well, in fact, that 
his Green Feather restaurant, 
which was operating at a loss a 
few months ago, has increased its 
volume of business fifteen-fold, 
and is now showing a pleasing 
profit. | 

Business is so good that his 
payroli now includes two young 
men whom he is training as man- 
agers for two more restaurants 
he intends to open. 

Tuczak, a bachelor who op- 
erated a smaller restaurant and 
worked for a dairy before buying 
the Green Feather a year ago, is 
an assiduous student of the pub- 
lic mind. His researches have led 
him to this conclusion: 

“People are all right. They’re 
always ready to buy war bonds 
or do what they can to help a 
neighbor in trouble. They’re al- 
ways with you unless you try to 
&yP them. If you do that, look 
out!” 

Mindful of this code, Joe has 
been meticulously careful. to in- 
sure that the portions he serves 
at today’s low prices are as large, 
and quality of the food as high, 


as was the case prior to last 


Nov. 13. 

That was the day Joe took the 
step that made him famous. 

He had been running the Green 
Feather, a clean, pleasantly deco- 
rated restaurant at the busy in- 
tersection of Detroit’s Michigan 
and Livernois avenues, for 10%

months. He served good food. 
His prices were the normal ones 
for a place of the Green Feath- 
er’s type, 

Yet he had been losing money 
consistently. In the preceding 
month he had taken in $950. It 
had cost him $1200 to operate. 

For a couple of weeks an idea 
had been churning in his mind. 
He mulled it carefully and 
checked it against the observable 
facts. 

He wanted to make sure the 
trouble wasn’t something peculiar 
to his restaurant, so he went 
around periodically and visited 
four neighborhood competitors. 
Conditions were just as bad 
there. Says Tuczak: 

“One time when I checked 
there were just six people in all 
four restaurants.” 

The reason was becoming in- 
creasingly clear. 

“A family came in one Sunday 
afternoon,” says Joe. “I watched 
them, Just an ordinary family, a 
workingman, his wife and two 
youngsters. A few years ago it 


‘used to be common for family 


groups like that to stop in for a 
snack on a Sunday afternoon, but 
not any more. 

“They all had hamburgers, cof- 
fee for the grownups and milk 
for the kids, and a dessert. The 
bill came to $3.85, The man 
gave me a-five-dollar bill and all 


he got back was $1.15. I said to 
myself: ‘Who can afford this on 
a factory worker’s wage?’” 

Somewhere among his souve- 
nirs Joe had a 1939 menu.

For his first month of operation 
under the new prices, Joe took in 
(and paid the 3 per cent state 
sales tax on) about $10,000, as 
compared with $950 in the last 
month under the higher prices. 


In the second month of the new 
prices he took in about $14,000. 

Despite the smaller margin of 
profit on each dish served, he 
says his costs of doing business 
now are only about 90 per cent 
of what he takes in, leaving a 10 
per cent profit. 


Under the old prices, his month- 
ly costs ran from 116 to 141 per 
cent of what he took in. 

Under the old prices, about 40 
to 45 per cent of what Joe took 
in was needed to pay for his food 
supplies. Now he figures it takes 
about 65 per cent. 

But, since he now serves 15 
times as many customers, with a 
labor force (12 employes) double 
his former one, the labor cost per 
dollar’s worth of food served has

Dry House Air. 


NCE your nose has informed 
Q yo. by a sort of dry feeling 

that the house air is too dry 
your next job is to correct mat- 
ters. Buying a humidifier will fix 
things up. You can also have your 
heating man install a humidifying 
system on the furnace which will 
keep the moisture content of the 
air in the house just right. 


If you are just about broke the 
problem is more difficult to solve 
but it can be solved just the 
same. 


Pans of water hung on radia- 
tors are not too effective in pro- 
ducing the required amount of 
moisture but if you put sheets of 
blotting paper in the pans and 
let the paper pass between sec- 
tions of the radiator you will help 
matters considerably. A shallow 
pan of water placed on the top 
of a space heater or furnace will 
also help. 

Growing plants around the 
house add a lot of moisture to the 
air as long as you remember to 
water the plants regularly. These 
make attractive humidifying sys- 
tems. You can increase the mois- 
ture content of the air by running 
a hot shower for a short time and 
also by boiling water on the range 
previding you use a fan to blow 
the moist air into the rest of the 
house.

The best East could do was to 
discard a club. South ruffed the 
trick, went back to dummy with 
a club and led another club, and 
although East had the Q-9 of 
trumps against South’s blank 10, 
he could not keep declarer from 
making that heart 10 for the ful- 
filling trick.

Fundamental 


Subjects of 
Education 
By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN in elementary 

schools must learn the fun- 

damental subjects thoroughly. 
They must learn to read. That is 
basic to all education, to our way 
of life. They must learn the 
tables so that they can add, sub- 
tract, multiply and divide swiftly 
and accurately. These basic sub- 
jects are the child’s tools with 
which he carves out whatever 
knowledge and skills he needs, 
— and is capable of muster- 
ng, 

Any new aspect of school edu- 
cation must include this point of 
view. Children cannot be left to 
themselves to learn these lessons. 
They are not interested in them 
until a grown person stimulates 
interest by presenting them, 
teaching them and making learn- 
ing them important to the hap- 
piness and success of the pupil. 
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IN OUR DESIRE to be modern, 
to improve our schools, to free 
the minds and bodies of children 
so that they can learn sooner, 
with more enjoyment and with 


more power and initiative, we are 
in danger of losing sight of the 
fundamental facts of education. 

If we do, the result will be sad. 
Children will get to high schools 
unable to read textbooks. Only 
those who can read with intelli- 
gence can benefit by higher edu- 
cation. Boys and girls will be 
clamoring for admission to engi- 
neering schools, technical schools 
and discover that they cannot 
get in because they cannot do 
simple arithmetic, much less the 
higher mathematical problems 
required. 
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FREEDOM IS ESSENTIAL: in- 
dividuality is imperative; initia- 
tive is indispensable in sound 
education. But so is learning; so 
is self-discipline, thoroughness 
and well-defined purpose, These 
must be set in the minds and the 
characters of the elementary 
school pupils so that when they 
go on to the higher schools they 
carry the essential tools with 
them. Otherwise they might bet- 
ter go on 2d trip through the fields 
and learn of the running brooks 
and the upstanding trees. 


Before children can express 
themselves in action they must 
have a self worthy of expression 
and that requires instruction, ap-

plication, and action. 
have to learn the basic facts, the 


fundamentals of learning upon 
which they can, later, build the 
fundamental fact? of sound char- 
acter and satisfying occupations.
